Boycott: farmworkers weapon 


Phillip Vera Cruz, vice- 
president of the United Farm 
Workers Association, spoke to 
students on the quad Wednes- 
day and stressed the need for 
students to boycott Gallo 
wines. 

‘The boycott is the greatest 
weapon of the farmworkers. 
We have no money. The only 
power we have is in the 
people,”’ he said. 

Vera Cruz said that Gallo 
Brothers refused to honor 
their union and for this reason 


children were still working in 
the fields and poisonous insec- 
ticides continue to be sprayed 
on the crops. He said the 
Teamsters Union offered no 
realistic help to the farm 
workers . 

“The boycott is the only 
way they will listen to us. If 
you want them to move, you 
have to hit their pocket- 
books." 

He encouraged students to 
attend the rally this Saturday 
in Modesto, where farm 


workers will march to the 
Gallo winery. Speakers will in- 
clude Cesar Chavez and Joan 
Baez. 

Duane Campbell. an 
Education professor and 
MECHA advisor, organized 
the campus rally in which 
students performed a skit to 
promote the rally on Satur- 
day 

Campbell concluded the 
rally saying, “We're going to 
slap it to Gallo March 1. 
Please attend.”

Susie Creamcheese of the 
Co-op thinks. “Our co-op can 
be u base for other coaperative 
enterprises, and is hoping to 
rouse people interested in an 
extension course on how to 
start a Co-op 

The co-operative business 
venture is felt by many to be a 
reaction against some of 
today's less desirable 
business practices. One of the 
promises of co-ops may be as a 
consumer force for product 
quality. Without ever in 
creasing profits as incentive 
the nature of the co-op makes 
planned obsolescence appear 
self-destructive 

When asked whether the 
Co-op competes with organic 
food stores, Susie said, “We 
probably take a little of their 
business, but the organic food 
stores don't mind because 
were more generally for 
people who want to put in the 
hours.’ 


Co-ops work together 


Co-operatives often work 
togetier, trying to improve ef 
ficiency by making pick-ups 
for one another and oc 
casionally dealing collectively 
with farmers 

There are many kinds of co- 
operatives and they may 
serve practically any need. A 
production co-op during the 
depression years operated gas 
stations and even had its own 
retinery 

The Richmond Wholesale 


Co-op supplies food goods to 
retail co-operatives in Palo 
Alto. San Jose and 12 others in 
Berkeley. It also supplies the 
Sacramento Cuying Co-op 
which takes food orders from 
groups submitting lists 
Savings: 22% - 28° 

The Sacramento Natural 
Foods Co-op also finds jt sel} 
dealing in areas besides food 
like incense, organ Soups 
and health publications. A 
selection of magazines, such 
as Communities Magazine 
and Mother Earth News.

And so begins another morning as Bill Black scans Sac- 
ramento’s commuters, suggesting alternate routes to avoid 
accident locations. Flying Monday through Friday during 
the moming and afternoon rush hours, Bill checks the 
freeways and surface arteries for stalled vehicles, hazardous 
conditions, accidents and traffic slowups, relaying the in- 
formation to radio listeners making their way to and from 
their jobs. Dispatcher Cindi Russel coordinates the 
operation, linking the deejay to the plane and monitoring 
radios from the various local police and emergency agencies. 

“Ron, we've got a real bad one, westbound 50 just before 
the Stockton Boulevard offramp. It’s a four-car accident, 
with two of the cars sideways in the number one lane. and the 
others in the center divider. If you're on 50 heading toward 
the downtown area, start moving over to the far right lane 
and you should clear it okay. This is Bill Black in Traffic Eye 
One.”
